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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C, 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1. 2, 7, 8, and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Johnson USPN 4595392. 

As to claims 1, 2, 6, 7, and 8, Johnson discloses an interlabial pad having a 
water-permeable surface side sheet 7, an absorbent body 6, and a back side sheet 8. 
The interlabial pad comprises a long convex area 3, which becomes an apex towards 
the body side (Figure 3); and an extended area (Figures 2 and 3) formed by being 
extended from a bottom of the long convex area in the lateral direction of the surface 
side sheet. 
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As to claims 11-13, the claims are directed to an intended use of the article. 
Intended use must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and 
the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. 
See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA 1963), If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim limitations. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C, 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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6. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Johnson USPN4595392. Johnson discloses the claimed invention except for the 
claimed dimensions. In Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 
(Fed. Cir 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), the Federal Circuit 
held that, where the only difference between the prior art and the claims was a recitation 
of relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having the claimed relative 
dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the claimed device 
was not patentably distinct from the prior art device. 



7. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Johnson 
USPN4595392 in view of Farris et al. USPN 6131736. Johnson does not disclose a 
wrapping sheet for covering and enclosing the interlabial product. Farris et al. discloses 
a packaging device including a wrapping sheet 40 for the benefit of storing the 
interlabial device until ready for use in such a manner that the user neither touches nor 
contaminates the surface of the absorbent in handling (Farris col. 5, lines 45-52). It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the invention of Johnson to include a packaging device for the 
benefits taught in Farris. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3-5, 14, and 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The following is a statement of 
reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The primary reason for allowance 
of the claims is the inclusion of the mini sheet piece for restricting spreading of the 
inflection portion in claim 3 and its dependent claim. The overall claimed combination of 
an interlabial pad having the claimed structure and including the mini sheet piece is 
neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record, Johnson USPN 
4595392 .
